LAG LA BICHE 
SWEPT BY FIRE 


Swept away in the maelstrom of @ 
raging forest fire which descended 
upon the, place like a furnace’ balst 
on Monday afternoon, the little village 
of Lac La Biche is today a mere 
smouldeirng mas of ruins and desola_ 
tion, and its entire populatiox. is home. 
less and bereft of all personal effects, 
save scant articles of clothing which 
could be worn through the nerve. 
wracking struggle the people were 
forced to make to preserve their lives 

The absence of a death roll in the 
catastrophe is due to the heroic méas- 
ures taken by the citizens who rushed 
into .he waters of, the lake and defied 
suffocaung heat and smoke by means 
oF wes blat.kets.-Ohly such, measur | 
saved many of the women and little 
children, the intensity of the fire being 
shown by the burning of the very 
reeds along the shore and sutrface of 
the lake, 

The property damage is said to ex. 
ceed $200,000. More serious at the mo- 
ment igs the perilous condition of the 
entire population of the town who are 
all badly in reed of clothing and food. 
Prompt action on the part’of the pro. 
vincial government was initated by 
Acting Premier Mitchell Monday eye- 
ring, when relief was dipsatched over 
the A, and G, W, raibway in coopera. 
tion with the company, The melting 
of telephone wires for many miles 
out of the village cut off all direct 
commutication with the village. 

The total damage done, and the ex- 
tent of the forest fire, has not yet been 
determined. The first definte infor. 
mation of the satastrophe was brought 
to Edmonton Tuesday by a deputation 
from Lac La Biche appealing for aid 
on behalf of the sufferers. 

The town wag situated in a wooded 
region and the dryness of the grass 
an-d timber offered a fearful opportun- 
ity the first which was driven 
through the town by a terrific wind

storm, 

Although the fire which wiped out 
the town of Lac La Biche Monday 
came in the middle of the afternoon it 
was as black as midnight and the only 
illumination was from the fire itself 
according to Father Okbuyson who 
ehads the delegation sent down to Ed_ 
montor. by the“unhappy settlers to se- 
cure aid, The wind wes blowing a 
terrible gale, states-the Father, trees 
were bent level with the ground with 
its force and the air was so hot that 
it was insufferwble for miles back. 
Téams coming into the village that af. 
ternoon were forced by the heat to 
turn back when six miles out of town 
and it was only possible to save the 
people in the town by covering them 
with wet blat_kets at the shore of the 
lake. Some idea of the intense heat 
may be gathered fnom the fact that the 
reeds on the shore of the lake were 
burned to the waters edgs. 

The delegation consisting of Father 
Okhuyson, U. Limoges, J. F. Kyle and 
R. H,. Niemeyer arrived in Edmonton 
Tuesday afternoon half dead with 
weariness. They had fought the fire 
all the day previously and all night 
they had had no sleep, and ther with 
out a change of clothes they had trav- 
elled down to Edmonton Tuesday to 
ask succor for their neighbors.

The following is a report on crop 
conditions given out by the “Depart. 
ment of Agriculture, Edmoi.ton: : 

Conditions at Sprinug Opening 

Thegpring survey of crop conditions 
and préspeots is wholly favorable in 
the province. A rather slow and 
bacloward condition of weather at the 
close of March indicated delayed op- 
erations for seeding in Apri) i: central 
and northern Alberta, but.this was 
‘broken “by a prompt change to a 
week's real spring temperature in early 
April, The warmth made operations 
immediately possible as there wag less 
of cold saturation of land than usual 
on the ‘heavy lands of th central part 
of the province owing to Ught mois. 
ture last year ah.d moderate snow fall 
last winter. There was no condition 
of slush moisture any place. ‘When 
the warmth came other conditions ‘were 
favorable to active and uninterrupted 
seeding work. ; 

In the southern part of the province 
it is commonly possibel to get ac- 
tively into seeding operatins tr: Marc 
and this was the case this year, but 
open land and open weather alone do 
not furnish the total of conditions fa. 
vorable to the planting of seed. There 
was still a condition of scant moisturé 
in the soil from last year’s G@rought 
that_ did ‘.ot promise any gain from 
quick planting but rather slow and un. 
even germination if any. Snows and 
rains in April however gave an im. 
petus to operations, There was enough 
moisture to put the land into condi- 
tion for oultivation. and at least for 
germinating grain, The result in 
seasonal conditions has been favorable 
to general seeding. operatins in good 
time, It is estimated that at the 
middle of May eighty five per cent of 
the seeding for grain is completed in. 
cluding practically all of the wheat 
ar.d seventy five per cent of the oats 
There..will, still be... congideranle. anne. 
sown to oats for- green feed, 

In the Peace River district weather 
was slightly dry in April but not ta 
the of delaying seeding oper- 
ations as the ground received winter 
snows readily ‘Seeding commenced 
about April 10th. Moisture at the end 
of April made conditiois for early 
stages of growth of the crop ideal. 
Wheat is now all seeded and sixty five 
per cent of the oats..

Live Stock 
Live stock is not in very good con- 
dition, The first part of the winter was 
mild and.good ‘weather prevailed over 
the province until March ist.j With 
the opening of March there was con. 
siderable reduction in the strength at.d 
condition of live stock by severe wea- 
ther, In the south the shipping of 
the reserves of feed that had been put 
up or purchased _in the centre-and 
north was not distributed properly and 
the feed could not be made available 
on brief notice) There was not suf 
ficient feed or cordition in the stock 
to hold it up when the hard weather 
came. . : 
There were ndt many winter losses 
but the stock was not strong on ac- 
count of haying been got through on 
low or bare maintenance  rations.. 
Stock was out gathering old and a lit. 
tle new grass wher the snowstorm of 
May 1, 2, and 8 came. This is the worst 
May storm that has occurred for thirty 
years, Its effect o nthe land crop and 
gTass was good but it was disastrous 
to weak stock on both the range and 
the farms. The' snowfall was heaviest 
north of Red Deer but the chief Josses 
occurred south, It began with soft 
sno wnd deyeloped a gale with a velo- 
city of sixty mfles per hour and cat. 
tle perished in ditches, lakes, against 
wire fences and over cutbanks. The 
Rosebud cout.try extending from Dids. 
bury beyond Drumheller, the Gleichen 
district and the country west. of the 
Calgany and Macleod railway suffered 
worst. There were some lamb losses 
through the Province but not .to any 
great extent in the large bands as most 
of the sheepmen have good, shedding. 
The count in stock losses is not yet

THE ROBIN 

As 1 was taking my first drive in the 
country this spring I noticed a move. 
ment of the grass and soon discovered 
my old acquaintance the robin, hop- 
ping cheerily. alot.g. 

This bird, which is quite common, 
has as its most noticeable feature in 
appearance, a red brown breast. The 
throat is of a light color, speckled with 
Ddlack. It has a yellow bill, black 
head, adn gray back. The tail is black 
and the wings gray, with black feath- 
tre near the edges. 

The nests are built in open woods 
fence corners, and, in fact almost every 
possible situation and are made of 
grasses, firmly cemei.ted together by 
mud and with a lining of finer grased@s 
When placed in trees they are usually 
firmly saddled in crotches and are 
found at any height, varying from be- 
ing on the ground to sixty feet above 
it. 

The egg is greenish.blue, and meas. 
ures one and three.twentieths ft.ches 
by four fifths of an inch, and they are 
laid in batehes of from four to five, 
The eges are to be found at any time 
from May to July or August, or the 
rpbin raises several broods in a season, 

On the ground this bird adopts a 
kinds of a hopping run, and its sweet 
musical song has ofter: been said to 
be very like a repetition of the words 
‘Cheery, Cheerup!”
